A CRITIC OF PREMIER BENNETT 

once described the speech-making of that 
gentleman as an automatic outflow of words so com¬ 
pletely uncontrolled that after he finished speaking 
he rarefy remembered what he had said. The record 
shows that there it considerable basis for that criti- 
asm. because the political life of the country seldom 
has produced a public man with so marked a facility 
for contradicting and repudiating himself in hit public 
speeches as the present first minister of Canada. 

For 'example, in the campaign last summer he 
gave numerous pledges which in the House of Com¬ 
mons afterwards he denied making, although the re¬ 
ports he repudiated appeared in verbatim quotation 
in the very newspapers which supported him. In 
Victoria he .tucked the fisheries treaty in one speech 
and a year later supported it He promised to end 
unemployment in a special session and afterwards 
denied that he had given, any such undertaking. In 
the House of Commons last Tuesday he upbraided the 
opposition for stressing the current difficult economic 
situation, called it “calamity howling” and declared 
that his own speeches last year were of an entirely 
different calibre and did not decry the country. 

Here are a few quotations from press reports of 
Mr. Bennett’s speech in the House on Tuesday: 

-It was a calamity bowl which emanated tram 
members o t the opposition." 

"It la tuna ths Housa waa thi n ki n g In. terms, 
not ol our own sorrows, but of our eauaaa for glad¬ 
ness, not of our wssknees, but of our strength." 

"Bow waa not the time to go about, aa some¬ 
one bed said, crying 'eflnklog flab.' Now waa the 
;■ time to maintain tha high credit of the country." 
"he waa no friend of Canada who decried this 
country. Mr. Bennett said, and be remarked on hie 
unswerving faith In Canada." 

Whether Mr. Bennett held these lofty views last 
summer or not nobody, probably not even including 
Mr. Bennett himself, kntrwt, but he certainly did not 
express them in hie speeches. Nor did he express 
them in his formal utterances ai the House of Com¬ 
mons last year, for the official report of the Debates 
of Parliament, the accuracy of which can not be chal¬ 
lenged since thg proof-sheets were submitted to him 
before publication, quota, him as fallows:

"On the favorable aide of the picture
